Th ere w ere six men in Com p any B, 
N inth infantry, wh o w ere nicknam ed 
Jiin Dandies. Th ey w ere six sp ick and 
sp an fellows, wh o alw ays looked fresh 
and clean and p resentable, and th ey 
were alw ays detailed for th e best h ead­ 
quarters p osts. 
Th is caused jealousy, 
and it w as natural th at by and by a 
story sh ould get afloat th a t th e six re­ 
cruits were follows w ith out sand. It 
could be truth fully said th a t th eir 
courage h ad not been tested, as th e In­ 
dians h ad been quiet for a long time, 
b ut no one argued th us. It w as easier 
to go w ith th e m ajority and say w ith 
som e of.th e old veterans: 
“You just m ark my words. 
If we 
ever get into a brush w ith th e reds it 
w ill take four men ap iece to h old th ese 
dudes, on th e firing line.” 
T h e Jim D andies w ere attracted to 
each oth er and formed a* coterie. Th ey 
organized a glee club, sang love songs, 
read p op ular novels and bough t toilet 
soap . 
Th ey even wore linen collars, 
and it w as said of a t least th ree of 
th em th a t th ey rubbed th eir faces w ith 
b ay rum a fte r a sh ave. T h e Jim s were 
guyed and ridiculed, but th ey w ent 
th eir way and bided th eir time. 
Th ey h ad p ut in a year of th is wh en 
th e call cam e for th e N inth to take th e 
field. 
Th e red men h ad grown tired of 
p eace and w anted w ar again.

Tw o bun-, i 
dred men joined in th e ch orus, and 
th ey were singing yet as th e colonel 
p erfected h is p lans and ordered a for- , 
w ard movement. Th ere w as a grand 
ch arge and a rout, and th e Ninth h ad 
not only extricated itself, but. won a 
victory to be p roud of. 
“Sp lendid move of yours, colonel,” 
said th e m ajor wh en th e figh t h ad been 
won. 
“B ut I couldn’t h ave m ade it w ith ­ 
out th e singing. Tell Cap tain Barnes 
to send h is six Jim D andies to me. I 
w ant to th an k ’em p ersonally. A dude 
glee club beats artillery all to p ieces at 
figh ting Indians.”

Janies in America to M. B runetlere in 
France, wh o h ave not come under h is 
sp ell a t some p eriod of th eir own de­ 
velop m ent and wh o h ave not sh arp ened 
th eir own vision by a more or less de­ 
liberate ap p lication of th e meth ods 
of Sainte-Beuve.—B rander M atth ew s in 
Century.

The government p ays no p remium for 
the return of any of its coins or p a­ 
p er money.

The fifty dollar goldp iece and 
the half dollar and quarter dollar 
p ieces in gold were struck by p rivate

The coinage of the following coins 
ceased in the years named: Half and 
1 cei t, cop p er, in 1857; 1 cent, nickel, 
1864; half dime aud 3 cents, silver, and 
2 cents, bronze, in 1873; 20 cents, sil­ 
ver, 1878; trade dollars, 1883; $ 1 and 
$3, gold, and 3 cents, nickel, 1880. 
The Columbian half dollar was coined 
in 1892 and the Isabella qu arter in 
1808.
